Story of the Capture. 

But the. outlook for Mr. Overfield is not 
And so within nine hours after the 

hold-up was attempted every one connected 
with it had been gathered within the meshes 
of outraged law.

Not until the men gained the ditch 
did the dozen men in the forward end 
of the smoker get them within range. They 
turned loose without an instant’s delay, but 
they were too late, for, crawling on hands and 
knees through the windings of the gulch, the 
robbers gained the woods and headed for their 
horses. The men were not to blame. They 
were acting under orders, It was supposed 
the man who flagged the train, McDaniels, 
the spy, would look after the engineer and 
fireman, and his companions devote their at- 
tention to the express car. If they had done 
so they would have'walked into the jaws of 
death. 

The messenger opened the door for them 
and stood peering out into the darkness. He 
had but to step back the moment they ap- 
proached, with hands up if necessary, and the 
ambuscaded quartet, who have done business 
with Bill Dalton and other illustrious knights 
of the black mask, would have blown off the 
heads of the intruders the minute they came 
over the door sill. The muzzles of their guns 
were set four feet away and to miss would 
have been a simple impussibility. 

Robbers Lost Their Heads. 

Then, according to the program, the posse 
in the smoking car was to finish anybody or 
anything that got away from them. But, like 
many another ideal plan, it went astray, sim- 
ply because the robbers lost their heads and 
made for the engine. When it flashed upon 
the guards that their assailants—some swore 
to four, others to two—had eluded them, al- 
thcugh it was not thought possible they had 
escaped serious injury, chagrin sogn gave 
place to determination to capture the fellows 
at all nazards. Express Agent J. M. Jones 
and Railroad Detectives Mathews and Mont- 
gomery, giving no heed to the shelling of the 
woods which was going on irreguiarly, jumped 
from the train and dashed into the timber, 
heading for the spot where the horses“ were 
tied. Mathews, a man of wondrous nerve 
and coolness, was the fleetest. He crashed 
through weeds and underbrush, cleared a five- 
wire barbed fence at a bound, and disap- 
peared into the forest. It hardly 
seemed a second before he reap- 
peared, mounted on a big bay, the horse 
which had carried McDaniels to the spot. 
His appearance was so sudden and unexpect- 
ed that a dozen shotguns went to as many 
shoulders, but a warning shout went up and 
the nervy detective, riding with his heels, 
dashed down the track, following, as he sup- 
posed, one of the fugitives. Fivé hundred 
feet away, through the timber, Jones and 
Montgomery spied a gray horse plunging aud 
kicking as if some one had hold of him. They 
jumped from tree trunk to tree trunk and 
when within range both fired. The horse 
staggered for a minute and fell over on his 
side dead. Twenty-four buckshot were fired 
at the animal and twénty-three found lodg- 
ment in his hide. i 

But it was not their good marksmanship 
which surprised the two men when they got 
to the carcass... The saddle, apparently girted 
as tightly as possible, had been pulled clear 
over on the right side. They looked ten min- 
utes for the man who had done it and then, 
as the train gave evidence of starting for the 
depot, abandoned the search. 

Abraham Was Close. 

If they had but gone fifteen feet further they 
would have found Abrahams weltering in his 
blood behind a clump of bushes. But they did 
not and they thereby gave the wounded robber 
a chance to show of what metal he was made.

received a new impetus today when Bob Mc 
Carver, Sheriff McCarver’s son, told how the 
affair was planned. The motion fer bail for 
Mike Strickfadden, one of the men indicted, 
wag being heard in the Criminal Court, The 
testimony showed that part of the plot was made 
in the suburts of Memphis, when Ned Smith, 
Jim Sisley, and Frank Berry met Bob and Ed 
McCarver and discussed the lynching 
the Wednesday before it took 
place on Friday night. Bob 
McCarver told the plot in substance: I 
talked with Ned Smith in the front room of 
ay brother's vacant grocery. store two days 
before the killing. My brother, Frank Berry, 
and Jim Sisley were in another room. Smith 
called me to one side and asked me to go up 
to Kerrville with him and told what was go- 
ing to be done. Sisley said: I'd not ask 
Smith 
said he would not ask me if he thought it 
would get me into trouble, but there would 
be no trouble. Smith then said they 
would catch the barn-burners and 
would lynch them. Smith further stated 
they had Richardson employed to make the 
arrests. Richardson was to have the men in 
charge and bring them toward Memphis in a 
wagon. Smith told me if I concluded to go 
with them to come to his house in a buggy 
the morning before.

Early Days of the Eighth Cavalry. 


The early organization of the Eighth Illinois 
Cavalry gave it the opportunity of choosing the 
very best men for its company and fleld officers. 
John F. Farnsworth, its organizer and first 
Colonel, was a member of Congress, a man of 
broad culture, an orator of rare tact and ability 
a first-class lawyer, and had the advantage of 
being az. intimate acquaintance and personal 
friend of Abraham Lincoln. He was and remains 
an advoeate, thoroughly posted, a defender. se- 
curely guarded, a man whose devotions are 
underiaid with the soulof patriotism. In the 
army he was the patron of youth, in civil life the 
friend of old age. He arose to the rank of Bri- 

de Commander and won distinguished honors 

or himseif and his command. By his promotion he 
gave the rank of Colonel to Lieutenant-Coionel 
Gamble, a noble-hearted man, a rigid discip- 
linarian, a steady. courageous, and true soldier, 
and at the close of the war was breveted Brigade 
— and. 9 — 2 com- 
manding 0 ighth regular cavalry. 

Gamble never inflictdd an indignity upon a 
8 and always upheld with a manly 

art the true dignity of the soldier. He was a 
prisoner, was shot through the rigbt lung at the 
second battle of Malvern Hill, and, after the 
close of the war, died on the Isthmus of Panama, 
while on his way to the Pacific coast to take 
charge of his regiment. He held high ideals of 
military life an 2 and believed with all his 
heart in the principles of loyalty to the United 
States Government. In remembering him today 
we recali his peculiarities and even his features, 
and love nim for his faulte—they were so very 


ow. 
John L. Beveridge entered the regiment with 
the rank of Major and took a prominent position 
and part, immediately, in the councils and com- 
mand of the regiment. His om and courage 
were always equal to every emergency. No officer 
had a more thorough grasp of duties and details 
ofcommand. True and kind to hismen he won 
and held their respect under the most trying or- 
deals. As Brigade Commander and Governor he 
won and still wears merited honor. 


Farnsworth’s Bold Charge. 


But we cannot forget that brilliant, that daring 
hero, Elon J. Farnsworth, whose career was 
meteoric in its brilliance, whose military accom- 
plishments and comprehension of strategic 
points were as original and marvelous as were 
those of the Maid of Orleans. His last charge 
was not as 2 but was fatal as the charge 
of the light brigade. He literally rode 
into the jaws of death in obedience 
to an order of Gen. 12 
We know this to be true. But no one has ac- 
knowledged the responsibility of the order for 
the charge of the Light Brigade. The gallant 
Farnsworth fell at Gettysburg and wes no longer 
in the way of Kilvatrick. The lion-hearted No-

‘THEY CANNOT AGREE. 


LITTLE PROSPEOT OF A TRANSOONTI- 
NENTAL SETTLEMENT. 


Differential Rate Questidn the Great Ob- 
stacle in the Way of an Agreement 
Great Northern and O. R. and N. com- 
pany Refuse to Join a New Association 
Daless Allowed the Samé Differential 
as the Canadian PacificeBurlington’s 
New Northwestern Extension. 


There is but little prospect of an agreement 
being reached by the representatives of the 
lines interested in the transcontinental pas- 
senger traffic. The meeting has now been in 
progress for two days and a settlement of the 
troubles between the various overland routes 
seems as far off as ever. The great obstacle 
in the way of an agreément is still the differ- 
ential rate question. The Great Northern and 
the Oregon Railway and Navigation company 
refuse to join a new association unlees they 
are granted the same differential to Puget 
Sound points and Portiand as is allowed 
the Canadian Pacific. The latter 
was allowed a differential on the California 
business under the old agreement and thereby 
managed to secure about 4 per cent of the 
business. 

After the abrogation of the old agreement 
the Canadian Pacific continued to take the 
old differential and has insisted upon it ever 
While the transcontinental roads 
might consent, in the interest of peace and 
harmony, to give the Canadian Pacific a dif- 
ferential rate, none of them are willing to al- 
low the Great Northern or Oregon Railway 
and Navigation company euch a differential. 
Objections are based on the fact the great 
bulk of the California business is second-class, 
which can de diverted from its natural 
channels by differential rates. The 
greater portion of the first-class California 
business is tourist traffic which goes on 
round-trip tickets and usually by diverse 
routes, taking one route gomg and another 
returning. The one-way legitimate business, 
it is claimed, does not amount to 10 per cent 
of the whole. Differentials by the Northern 
routes would practically destroy the business 
of the direct lines. 

At the meeting at the Auditorium Hotel 
yesterday a resolution was offered which pro- 
vided for the granting of differential rates to 
the Canadian Pacific, Northern Pacific, and 
Great Northern by rail and ocean, and also 
via the Southern gateways, the whole ques- 
tion to be — to arbitration, 
differentials to the Northern gate ways to be put 
into effect pending settlement and the arbi- 
tration to be made within thirty days. This 
resolution received the arbitrary vote of all 
lines except the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé. The Canadian Pacific voted in the af- 
firmative subject to approval by the Presi- 
dent of the rvuad. A committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Gray of the Southern Pacific, Fee of 
the Northern Pacific, and Sebastian of the 
Rock Island, was appointed to submit at to- 
day’s meeting some proposition to advance 
the present Pacific coast rates. It is uot be- 
lieved this committee will accomplish the ob- 
ject on account of the strenuous objections of 
the North Pacific coast lines to enter into any 
agreement until after the basis for differen- 
tial rates is settled. It is not expected the as- 
sociation will be tormed at this session or any 
egreement reached, as the Santa Fé will re- 
fuse to join unless its differences with the 
Southern Pacific as regurds rates and divis- 
ions in California are settled. 


BURLINGTON’S NEW EXTENSION. 


It Secures a Direct Short Line to the 
North Pacific Coast. 


Arrangements are being perfected by the 


Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 


company for the opening of its new north- 
western extension to Billings, Mont., where 
connection is made with the Northern Pacific. 
The completion of this extension gives the 
Burlington a direct outlet to the North Pa- 
cifie coast and places it in a better positaon as 
regards traffic to and from that section of the 
country than that occupied by any other road. 
It will give the Burlington a position of much 
more prominence and importance in trans- 
continental traffic affairs ahd will help to in- 
crease its business and earnmgs materially. 
Up to this time the Burlington’s interest in 
North Pacific coast business practically 


either the Northern Pacific or the Great 
Northern road, the latter getting the lion's 
share. By buildmg the new extension the 
Burlington gets not only a much longer haul, 
and consequently a larger proporsion of the 
through rates, but it is placed in a position to 
work up a larger share of the North Pacific 
coast business than any other Chicago line.

Regular Cat and Dog Fight May Follow the 
Decisive Action of the Park Commis- 
sioners at Their Special Meeting=Ub- 
jJectors to the Assessment Likely to Ask 
an Injuaction—City Ufficials Not Favor- 
able to the County Board Plan to Buy 
Them OuteMunicipal Notes. 


West Park Commissioners at a special 
meeting yesterday by a vote of 5 to 2 ordered 
work begun as soon as possible upon and con- 
tracts let for the improvement of Douglas 
boulevard between Douglas and Garfield 
Parks.

NEWS OF THE HOLD-UP RECEIVED HERE 


Santa Fe Officials Heard About 
the Bandits’ Break. 

Barring, of course, the dispatches to Tun 
Tripune the first news of the hold-up came to 
Chicago at 4:51 a.m. This was in the shape 
of an official dispatch from C. B. Strohm, As 
sistant General Superintendent of the Sauta 
Fé at Fort Madison, Ia., to C. B. Resseguie, 
General Superintendent, in the Monadnock 
Building. This dispatch said in the brief, 
curt language of the railway man: 

Fort Maprson—. B. R., Superintendent, Chi- 
cago: At 2:10 a.m. train No. 5, Conductor 
Blues, Engineer Prescott, was held up three- 
quarters of a mile east of Gorin by train-robbers. 
They were repuised by guards, who fired on 
them. A number of shots were fired; cannot say 
ifany of the robbers hit or not. Oneof their 
horses killed. Engineer Prescott was shot in 
right shoulder, but not dangerously. Fireman is 
taking train to Marceline. Mr. Kinney was on 
train and is now at Gorin. Sheriff's posse is now 
in pursuit of robbers. . B. 8. 

This dispatch brought no news to Supt. Res- 
seguie; he had already read the whole story 
in Tun Trisung before the message was de- 
livered to him, and then he had been looking 
for the thing to break loose two weeks, any 
how. In fact, he was one of the original 
plotters against the gang. Later in the day 
another dispatch came from Supt. Strohm to 
Supt. Resseguie. Tais one was received at 
12:01 o'clock. It said: 

Mr. Kinney wires General Manager that he has 
captured Charles Abrahams and Link Overfleld. 
Abrahams is the one that shot Prescott. Mr. 
Kinney shot him and reports him badly wound- 
ed. Expects to get balance of gang this after- 
noon. This from Memphis. . 

Besides these dispatches a telegraphic 
rumor came to the Monadnock Building just 
before the offices were closed that the whole 
gang had been captured. These were the only 
advices local Santa Fé officials had during 
the day; all other tidings went to Topeka or 
Fort Madison. 

Train from the Scene. 

At 1:37 p. m. train No. 4, the Columbian 
Limited, got into the Polk Street Depot, the 
first train in from the place of the robbery. 
It had been flagged at Gorin and the wounded 
engineer, Prescott, put aboard the sleeper to 
be taken to his home at Fort Madison. The 
passengers on this train knew nothing of the 
tobbery until long after daybreak and then 
received the story only in unsatisfactory frag- 
ments. Some of them did not learn of the 
affair until they neared Chicago and copjes of 
Tue Tripunze extra were shown them. 

Supt. Resseguie said yesterday afternoon: 
‘All I know officially of the matter is in the 
diepatches which I have shown you. Tun 
TrispunE seems to know about as much of the 
details as any one. It was certainly a great 
scoop for your paper. Wo had the tip on the 
robbery three weeks ago. At that timea 
man called on me and told me. story to the 
effect that there would be an attemat to rob 
our train and it would be made in five days. 
Of course, we made ready, but the bad 
weather delayed the attempt and it was not 
until this morning it was finally done. And 
we were ready for them. The tip came from 
an outsider, not from one of our employés; 
it was just an inkling from a friend 
of the road, but it gave us ail the 
warning we wanted. I know Prescott, the 
engineer who was shot. His name was Will. 
iam, but all the boys called him Dad be. 
cause he was old and gray-haired. I should 
judge fim to be about 55. He is a fine man; 
one of our most trusted engineers. His be- 
ing given this run, the most important west 
of the river, shows he has been with the road 
a great many years.

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ARCHITECTS CONDEMN Ir. 
The scheme proposed for a modern office 
building on the Court-House square, and to 


| exclude competition in the submitting of 


plans, was vigorously condemned by the Illi- 
nois Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architecture at its session Monday evening. 
The members adopted a memorial to the 
County Board setting forth that the method 
of securing plans for a new building by the 
advertisement récently published would not 
accomplish the result of a structure that 
would be suited to its purpose and a credit to 
the county. The time allowed was too short 
to admit ot the submission of any other plans 
than the one already before the County Com- 
missioners, and they protested against the 
erection of such a building as has been pro- 
posed or any similar building.

a proposition to substitute fur our county 
Court-House an office building with rooms to 
rent should be thought worthy of discussion, 
and séveral others seemed to agree with him. 
But.there was no expressed difference of 
opinion in regard to the attempt to rush 
through that or any other scheme on plans 
furnished by one firm, without giving oppor- 
tunity for a choice as between them and 
others that would be submitted under proper 
arrangements. The work is one worthy of 
being competed for by the best firms in the 
architectural profession, and then by the 
most responsible and able contractors after 
the plan has been selected: The attempt to 
cut off such competition by precipitating + the 
board into premature action is so discredita- 
ble that it hardly can be condemned in too 
severe terms, and the architects present at 
the meeting left no room to doubt that they 
feel very strongly on the subject as one in- 
volying not only the honor of the profession 
but the rights of the public and especially 
those of the taxpayers, who Would have to 
foot the bills. Fot this reason they placed 
themisel¥es on record as respectfully tender- 
ing the codperation of their chapter to the 
Board of Commissioners in its effort to study 
and solve the interesting problem. 

The whole proposition which the architects 
have condemned savors so much of out-and- 
out jobbery that the fair-minded members of 
the County Board must feel they cannot af- 
ford to give it; further countenance. They 
may have been attracted, by the rough-and- 
ready impudence of the schemers, and sup- 
pased at first glance that they were offered 
a method of getting over obstacles that it 
otherwise might be difficult if not impossible 
to surmount. But a sober second thought of 
the maiter, in the light thrown upon it by the 
united action of a large number of the most 
prominent architects of the city, should suf- 
fice for its quietus without further ceremony. 
It may well be hoped the public has heard the 
last of it. The men who have condemned it 
are experienced architects, some of whom 
were concerned in the building of the World's 
Fair. The opinion of such men should carry 
great weight with it. It is too importanta 
building and it involves too great an expendi- 
ture to warrant hasty action. The people at 
least should have a chance to express their 
opinious, and when their voice has been heard 
then the County Commissioners will be en- 
abled to act more ad visedly and intelligently 
thar they can do now. In any event they do 
not want an office building, and least of all 
do they want to squander money on marhle 
and mahogany.

THE ATTEMPTED SANTA FE TRAIN ROB- 
BERY. 

Tue Trisune yesterday, with ite customary 
enterprise, presented its readers with the ex- 
clusive news of the attempted: robbery of a 
Santa Fé train near Gorin, a small station 
between Fort Madison, Ia., and La Plata, 
Mo. While the other Chicago papers were 
sleeping at their posts a wideawake Trisung 
reporter was on board the train which the 
bandits had selected for attack, fully aware 
of all the details for the attempted robbery, 
and at half- past 3 o’clock yesterday morning 
rushed through from Gorin a circumstantial 
and thrilling description of the exciting event. 

That the attempt did not succeed was not 
the fault of the desperadoes themselves. 
They had laid their pians carefully and well. 
On two previous occasions they had schomed 
to commit the robbery, but were balked by 
heavy storms. Yesterday morning, however, 
everything seemed to favor the gang. The 
weather was all that could be desired. The 
locality selected could not have been more 
favorable, It was a lonely spot, away from 
telegraph service, where the road curved 
between embankments, and with adja- 
cent heavy timber for the concealment of 
the horses, serving also to provide a way for 
their escape should it become necessary to 
expedite their flight. They were certain that 
they had the train in a corner from which es- 
cape was impossible. They had carefully ar- 
ranged every feature in their program, but 
there was one element upon which they had 
not counted, and that was the presence of a 
spy in their midst who was noting all that oc- 
curred, and was not only promptly informing 
the officials and detectives of the road but was 

prepared to play an important part in their 
reapture. He played it well. He arranged a tor- 
pedo signal for the engineer so that he might 
stop with the knowledge that everything was 
working well, and then he waved a red light 
ostensibly to throw the train into the hands of 
the bandits. The train was stopped and the 
desperadoes rushed forward confident of their 
prey. It wasa pity that the original plan of 
letting them all into the express car, where 
they could have been kilied or captured, mis- 
carried. It was due perhaps. to the attack 
upon the engineer, which was made without 
warning ofany kind, and thus precipitated 
the sudden assault,by the detectives. The rob. 
bers were taken by surprise and fled alter 
wounding the engineer, the officers pouring 
volley after volley into them. At last accounts 
two of them had been captured, one of whom 
was dying, and it is provable that three more 
of them arein custody by this time, as the 
whole gang is well known. 

The officials of the Santa Fé road are to be 
congratulated upon the success which at- 
tended their scheme for the safety of their 
train and their detectives for the admirable 


manner in which they carried out their part 


of it. Itissafeto say that this particular 
gang of miscreants will not trouble the Sarita 
Fé or any other road again. But there gre 
other gangs and more through roads will be 
in danger. They may not beas fortunate 
as the Santa Fé offidials in aiscov-

A CLEAN CUT SCOOP. 

The exclusive publication of all the details 
of the attempted robbery of the Santa Fé 
train near Gori, Mo., in the small hours of 
yesterday morning, with accompanying illus- 
trations by our artists, was’ not alone one of 
those strokes of newspaper enterprise to 
which the readers of Tun Tureunz have long 
been accustomed, but it was one of those 
clean cut scoops to which the readers of 
the other daily newspapers in Chicago also 
are becoming accustomed, as well as one of 
the reasons which serves to account for the 


‘astonishing increase in Tun Txreune’s circu- 


lation. The attempted robbery of the train 
did not occur until ten minutes past 3 Tues- 
day morning, and yet a six-column account 
of it, containing all the details, was printed 
by Tue Tux on the same morning, to- 
gether with the necessary illustrations. This 
of itself was an extraordinary journalistic 
feat, and shows the wonderful advances which 
have been made by really enterprising papers 
in the methods for gathering and forwarding 
news, 

There is another feature of this perform- 
ance, however, which is not so pleasant for 
oursomnolent contemporaries. With thatcon- 
servatism for which they are so famous and 
that reluctance to printing news until it is a 
day or two old which characterizes them, they 
will this morning rehash the news which Tun 
Tripune printed in full yesterday morning 
before it was two hours old. This is known 
in the profession as a “scoop,” but it is rare 
that a “‘scoop”’ has been so clean cut, so ab- 


solutely unanimous, or so paralyzing asthis. A 


sharp-eyed Txipung reporter, with a nose 
for news and a mania for having it all him- 
self, probably smelled the forthcoming rob- 
bery in the air. In any event, he 
was on the train with the detectives 
and knew what was up, and when the attack 
came he was in the midst of it. How he put 
in his time while the other newspapers at 
home were asleep and snoring under their 
blankets the well-filied columrs of Tun Tris- 
UNE demonstrate. Had there been no other 
way to get the news it is safe to say he would 
have been among the bandits themselves. 

This kind of hustling is not familiar to our 
sleepy contemporaries, but they will grow 
used to it in time. Tue Trisune will see to 
it that they have every opportunity in that 
direction. It runs every hourin the twenty- 
four, and if its eogtem poraries expect to com- 
pete with it they must give up the habit of 
going to sleep after dinner and not getting up 
until the next morning, only to find that 
while they were sleeping the enemy had gath- 
ered in **scoops.’’ It will be interesting to 
observe how they will explain this failure to 
give their readers exceptionally interesting 
and important news until twenty-four hours 
atter Tus Tune has printed it. But this is 
not a matter of our concern. That must be 
settled between themselves and such of their 
readers as have not yet seceded over to Tun 
Trisuns. Meanwhile Tus Trisunsz will con- 
tinue to print the news and all the news as 
soon as the news materializes, and not on the 
next day, which is its idea of what a news- 
paper should be, in contradistinction to the 
ideas of its sleepy contemporaries. — 


WILL MAN EVER FLY! 

The Boston Globe of Sept. 9 gave a sym- 
posium of scientific opinions in regard to the 
probability that man will solve the problem 
of aerial navigation. Prof. Dolbear says the 
experimental work of Langley and Crosby, 
and the actual flights of Lilienthal, have made 
it very clear that the old reasons given for 
thinking man-flight impogsible were all 
wrong. Even now the chief difficulty appears 
to be not in flight itself but ip getting a prop- 
er start and safely stopping. The heavier 
birds find the same difficulty, as they cannot 
raise themselves in the air without a great 
struggle, but once in the air the effort to keep 
there requires so little energy that they may 
remain hours without the need fora rest. If 
the thing were not so costly it is probable it 
would have been done ere this. The great 
trouble is that when disaster happens toa 
flying machine the wreck is so complete that 
an entirely newstructure is needed for the next 
attempt, ana those who are most interested in 
the work seldom are able to stand more than 
two or three of these smashups. 

Prof. W. A. Eddy, the well-known aero-: 
naut, isof the opinion that longer and longer 
flights with flying machines will be made 
with the dawn of the coming century. He is 
encouraged in the belief by a careful study of 
the experiments made by Guidotti, who 
claimed an aeroplane flight of 1,320 feet in 
1569, and of Maxim, who made a motor 
flight, with three men on board, of more than 
600 feet last July. Thelatter has forever set 
at rest the disputed questionasto whether a 
flying machine can raise itself without the as- 
sistance of balloons or other outside support. 
The problem has become one of the guidance 
of flat or curved aeroplanesurfaces when pro- 
pelled by light motors, and everything points 
to an early and successful solution of these 
difficulties, Lawrence Hargrave of Sydney, 


N. S. W., is the most successful flying ma- 


chine inventor, who uses small mod- 
els. He has achieved distances of 
more than 500 feet. The Malay kite 
will advance against the wind like a flying 
machine if an extra weight be shifted to its 
foward edge, and Eddy’s experience with it 
indicates that the flying machine and the man- 
flying kite wings should be able to contract 
their surfaces during sudden gusts, and to 
expand their surfaces during sudden calms. 
The force of increased pressure of the air is 
greatly modified if the sharp edges of cylinders 
be presented to the wind, which was done by the 
Hargrave cellular kite at Bergen Point the 
first of the present month. Eddy firmly be- 
lieves that the coming man of the next cent- 
ury will not only sail through the air with 
kite-like wings, but will be impelled along at , 
a considerable height above the earth sup- 
ported by aeroplanes worked by light motors. 

Mr. H. H. Clayton of the Blue Hill Observa- 
tory says man-flight perhaps already may be 
claimed as am accomplished fact, Lilienthal 
of Berlin, with wings resembling those of a 
bat, can leap from the top of a hill and soar 
with a slight downward inclination into the 
valley below. Maxim in England actually 
has lifted a flying machine with its crew off 
the railroad track on which it ran, so that it 
glided forward 300 feet supported by air, 
though the weight of the machine was 7,700 
pounds. Directed flight by means of 
balloons or machines on the model of the 
fish probably is impracticable, but the very 
rapidity of the air currents will be an advan- 
tage in the flying machines after the pattern 
of the bird. It long bas been known that the 
wind varies rapidly in velocity. Langley has 
shown how to take advantage of this fact to 
sustain machines without any motive power 
at all, and Lilienthal has demonstrated that 
it is possible for gusts of wind to lifta flying 
man higher than the point from which he be- 
gan his flight. 

Prof. Elihu Thompson, the electrician, says 
in a limited sense man may sustain himself 
and make progress in air of varying velocities, 
but it would appear that the muscular effort 
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; which he could exert would be 

@ight in the complete sense of the term. 
Though the trial of Maxim’s airship ended in 
disaster it certainly proved that if the ma- 
chine had entirely escaped from its restraining 
supports it would have flown in free air. The 
real difficulty in this kina of flight is the proc- 
ess of alighting, which demands not only a 
gradual approach to the earth so as not to 
strike with undue force, but also the ability 
to select with accuracy the spot for alighting. 
This may prove to be an almost if not quite 
insuperable obstacle. Thompson thinks that 
if man learns to construct apparatus for flying 
its use at first would be restzicted to emer. 
gencied, as the operation hardly ‘would be free 
from considerabie risk. 

Mr. E. M. Boynton, the inventor, says that 
with the aeroplane no real control of the at- 
mospherie current is possible, and the balloon 
is the best form jor serial drifting. With 
these united, and light gas and naphtha used 
for propulsion, you can vary the angle of 
the plane, and propel as well as use on the 
principle which supports the kite, but for 
carrying purposes it is as unfruitful except of 
danger as the search for the north . 4 But 
he thinks the tornado moving at 100 miles 
per hour will be surpassed by navigating 
the air near the surface of the earth 
on slightly elevated bicycle railroads, 
using narrow, sharpened trains, apply- 
ing the unlimited energy of electricity. 
This will insure absolute safety and economy 
at speed limited only by the strength of ma- 
terials; 100 miles per hour soon will be the 
record of freight and passenger trains, and 
200 to 400 miles per hour is readily possible 
for express trains by special constructiog of 
bicycle roads. He says: With the motor 
pulling 20 times its weight, supported by a 
single steel rail, and the balloon or aeroplane 
having to expend 19-20ths of its power in 
lifting that weight, the latter, if it were 
practicable, would entail a loss of 20 to one, 
which would prove uneconomical, if aerial 
navigation were possible.“ 


— — — — 
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REFORM THE “TREATING” CUSTOM. 

The cause of real temperance should be 
aided powerfully by the big meeting that was 
held last Sunday afternoon in the Parish Hall 
of the Holy Family Church. Three thousand 
residents ot the parish listened to eloquent 
appeals and startingly true statements made 
by lead ng priests aad laymen, who gave no 
quarter to the saloon element or the liquor 
dealer. One of the speakers. Father Dowling, 
said the money annually paid to Chicago sa- 
loonkeepers is nearly twice the combined 
construction and general expenses of the 
World’s Fair, about five times the gate re- 
ceipts during the whole time the Fair was 
held, and nearly ten times the five million 
dollars appropriated by the city to aid the 
Fair. Another speaker, Mr. Onahan, said it 
is highly desirable to take the saloons out of 
politics and to discontinue taking our poli- 
tics out of the saloons. He is not in favor of 
strikes and boyvotts, as a rule, but he did 
wish to see all good Catholics declare a boy- 
cott and a strike against the saloon and the 
treating habit. 

In the treatment of the last- named point the 
meeting was markedly different from most of 
the gatherings held by advocates of tem- 
perance.’’ While hoping that all who can be 
‘induced to do so would take the pledge of 
total abstinence from intoxicating drinks a 
strong plea was made for sapping the root of 
the drink evil by overthrowing the despotism 
of the treating habit.“ The speakers held 
that very many persons can be led to abstain 
from treating or being treated to drinks 
who are not ready to join the ranks of the 
total abstainers, and that their coéperation in 
the work of reform would do a vast amount 
of good. Therecan be no doubt as to this. 
Every one who is familiar with the habits of 
drinkers is well aware that treating is the 
great cause of the excess which makes men 
badly drunk. Many thousands of those who 
become thoroughly intoxicated would not be 
so but for treating. They would take a 
single drink and go home if each paid for 
his oon imbibing. But when several people 
gu into a saloon in company, and one pays 
for the drinks all round, each of thé others 
feels ita duty to stand treat in his turn, with 
the result that all are intoxicated before leav- 
ing the place. They are drunkards instead of 
being moderate drinkers: 

Besides this, even the moderate drinkimg ” 
is vastly increased by the treating habit. Two 
or more men meeting on the street would not 
go into the saloon in company if each were to 
pay for his own drink. There would not be 
in the act any of the dangerous good, fellow. 
ship’’ which makes one man offer to stand 
treat and the other loath to refuse the invita. 
tion. Father Dowling stated the “ease very 
neatly when he said that if it were not for the 
prevailing idea that treating is the proper 
thing there would be no mofe sense in stop- 
ping at a saloon to treat toadrink which no 
one needs than for a man to say to his friend 
while passing a notion store, Come in and 
let us have a necktie and a collar, and for 
the friend to ask him in return to take another 
necktie and collar. 

An association called “The American 
League of the Cross has been formed for the 
express purpose of counteracting the prev- 
alent abuses of drink. The members of its 
second division give their word of honor that 
for a time agreed upon they wil! neither 
accept nor offer a treat ina place where 
drinks are sold. The meeting of Sunday gave 
this feature its hearty approval. The idea is 
such a good one that it ought not to be lim- 
ited to the Catholic Church. It should be 
taken up by the Protestant chyrches, and 
especially may be commended to the atter- 
tion of those individuals who hitherto have 
refused to recognize anything short of total 
abstinence as worthy of being striven for. 


TO ROB SAVING WAGE-EARNERS. 

A newspaper arguing in favor of the silver 
monometallic remedy for hard times, and 
tacitly admitting that the result of * free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 would be a 
cutting of the currency unit in two, reducing 
its value by 50 per cent, claims to believe it 
would bea good thing for the workers. It says 
of those of them who have borrowed money 
to provide themselves and families with homes 
that upon these homes they are now paying 
comparatively the wages of two days’ work 
where they agreed to pay bat one.“ The 
statement is not true. There has been no re- 
duction of wages by 50 per cent since the 
borrowing of the money, all of which was 
done within the iast five years and the greater 
part of it less than three years ago. As 
measured on the gold basis wages in the 
United States averaged higher two years 
since than they did previous to the acts which 
the silver monometallists call demonetiza 
tion,“ and allege to have caused the decline in 
the bullion price of silver. Wages have not 


fallen 50 per cent in the last two years, and 


whatever decline they have suffered was 
caused by foolish Democratic policies or fear 
of what those policies would result in, not by 
a change in the bullion value of silver. To 
adopt free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 
as a qure for this evil would be to seek to 
atone for one big Democratic blunder by per- 
petrating a still bigger one. 

The knavishness of the proposition will be 
evident to anybody who considers the class of 
persons to be injured by letting the workers 
who owe money on their homes keep the said 


homes on payment of money having only half 


As q rule the homes referred to are erected with 
money borrowed from buildmg associations, 
which insist on the borrower having a clear 
title tothe lot before they will lend the 
mouey. So the “bloated capitalist”? would 
not be robbed by the arrangement, seeing 
that already he would have been paid in full, 
with good 100-cent-to-the-dollar money. The 
robbery would fall upon other toilers, on men 
who work in shops and factories, and on serv- 
ing girls whe- earn a very few dol per 
week by housework. These and other wage- 
earners are the people whose money, paid in 
at the rate of so much per week or month, is 
loaned out in larger sums to persons wanting 
to secure a home on which they will not have 
to pay rent. The toilers who have contributed 
the money with which to build the homes are 
to be robbed of hulf the value of every dollar, 
and that for the admitted benefit of the few 
of their number who borrowed the funds. 
That would de equity with a vengeance. 
To make the richer ones among the workers 
still richer, and that by making the poorer 
ones still poorer, is an ambition worthy only 
of the most unprincipled members of the 
community who have not been sent to the 
penitentiary for practicing on individuals the 
robbery they proposefor the mass. It is 
strange that any man credited by his fellows 
with bemg “indifferent honest can be 
found willing to stand out before the people 
and advocate such knavishness. It is strange 
that decent people can read or listen to their 
pleadings tor wholesale repudiation of half 
of all the careful toilers have lent to building 
associations and savings banks without loud- 
ly denouncing the pleaders as enemies of the 
class they pretend to wish to benefit.

Sixty districts will receive the special atten- 
tion of the Republican Congressional com- 
mittee from now until election.

Close districts 
in normal years have become safe districts 
for the Republicans in many instances 
this year, —1 reports from canvassers show 
that there is good ground for success in many 
localities where once it was not considered 
there was much use intrymg to effect a cap- 
ture. The sixty districts to which the com- 
mittee’s attention is being directed especially 
are scattered over the whole country. There 
is no money to waste and none will be 
squandered on safe Republican or Democratic 
districts so far as the National committee is 


concerned, 

The Republicans see the great importance 
of securing control of the next House. If it 
should be Democratic the members of that 
party in the Presidential election could en- 
courage Populist tickets all over the country, 
knowing that if they did not control the Elec- 
toral College they could elect their candidate 
for President in the House.

institution, the bequest of Jonathan Burr, a 
real estate dealer,and onee connected with 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Bank. He 
left $30,000 to the asylum, the income of 
which, amounting to $3,000 or $4,000, is 
devoted to flowers and amusements.

OOOLEY TALKS ON DEEP WATERWAYS 


High Court of Arbitration Between United 
States and Canada Is Favored. 

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—At 
the Deep Waterways convention Ald. Thomp- 
son of Toronto said the deepening of the 
canais should be a joint and international 
affair, O. T. Howland, Toronto, delivered 
an address on the effect of the Washington 
treaty upon canal navigation. He sug- 
gested a common high court of arbitration 
to decide all disputes between the two coun- 


tries. A committee was subsequently ap- 


pointed to drafta resolution requesting the 
governments to establish such a court. x E. 
Cooley of Chicago said a twenty-foot water- 
way from the ocean to Lake Ontario was 
quite feasible. It would cost about $27,- 
000,000. There was a scheme for a canal 
from Lake Erie to Lake Ontario in United 
States territory. This he estimated would 
cost $23,000,000. A deep waterway from 
the ocean to Lake Erie would cost, all told, 
$50,000,000. Mr. Cooley thought an at- 
tempt to deepen the canals would prove dis- 
appointing. His idea was to terminate the 
deepening at Lake St. Peter and then diveige 
to Lake Champlain and down the Hudson 
River to the seaboard. Mr. Cooley said no 
scheme would be considered by Westerners 
that interfered with the commerce of Lake 
Erie, for it was the leading commercial body 
of water. There was but one great canal 
route in North America. That would pass 
through the great lakes and find an outlet in 
the Atlantic Ocean and would have as its 
other terminus the Gulf of Mexico. Chicago, 
he said, stands on the ridge and looks both 
ways. 


DR. ELT OOMPLETELY VINDIOATED. 


Wisconsin University Committee Declares 
Charges Against Him Are False. 

Mapison, Wis., Sept. 18.—[Special. ]|—The 
famous Ely investigation has come to an end. 
The committee of Regents appointed by the 
University Board to investigate Dr. Ely’s 
teachings and ascertain if there was any 
foundation for the charges brought aguinst 
the professor by Oliver E. Wells, State Super- 
intendent of Public instruction, reported this 
afternoon. The result isa complete vindica- 
tion of Dr. Ely. Wells’ charges were that 
Ely is an At archist and his teachings vision- 
ary, impracticable, and pernicious. The com- 
mittee finds not one of these charges has been 
sustained. Dr. Ely and his friends are jubi- 
lant over the outcome of the matter. The 
members of the faculty also seem pleased, 
for they considered the arraignment of Dr. 
Ely a reflection upon the university. 

After hearing the report of the committee 
the board unanimously adopted the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the report and conclusions of 
the committee 4 — to investigate the 
charges of Supt. Wells against Dr. Ely and 
they are hereby adopted.

Resolved, That this board disapproves of the 
course adopted by Supt. Wells in publish his 
attack upon Mr. Ely of the university in the New 
York papers instead of submitting his charges or 
criticisms, if any, ia proper form to the President 
of the university or to this board.

Mr. Barnes of Nebraska and His Opera- 
tions Among Commission Men. 

If Mr. Baraes, recently of Norfolk, Neb., 
will send his address to a number of commis- 
sion men in Chicago they would be glad to 
return tohim a few thousand back number 
eggs for which they have recently paid 
him amounts aggregating nearly $2,000. 
About a score of commission men have 
lately received letters from Mr. Barnes, 
dated from small towns in Nebraska, in 
which he said he would be glad to consign to 
them any quantity of nice, fresh eggs. For 
over a week he has been sending numerous 
bills of lading, with sight draftsz attached, for 
amounts from $75 to $100 each. As the 
bills of lading invariably called for twenty- 
nine or thirty-nine cases of eggs few 
of the firms ow to honor the 
drafts at once. hen the eggs arrived, 
they found but two or three cases had been 
shipped to each firm. The only explanation 
offered is that the bills of lading made out by 
the railroad companies’ agents had been 
„raised by inserting the figure ‘‘9” after 
the 2 or 3,“ and vhen collecting on the 
fraudulent paper before the eggs arrived. 
Only two firms refused to pey the drafts 
and nearly twenty acknowledge they were 
caught, and now they want to catch Mr. 
Barnes. They say they wouldn't mind 80 
much if the eggs received were not quite as 
old as the trick of raising shippimg bills, 


MRS. MERRIFIELD KILLED BY ELEVATOR 


Horrible Accident in the Beveridge Apart- 
ment House, 

Mrs. J. A. Merrifield was killed yssterday 
morning in an elevator accident in the Bev- 
eridge apartment house, Twenty-sixth street 
and Calumet avenue.

Mr. Forsyth’s Address. 


In his opening address Mr. Forsyth re- 
viewed briefly the work of the club, which he 
looked upon as a sort of railroad school, 
Men of the mechanical departments in 
foreign countries who came to the World’s 
Fair last year were loud in their 
praise of the American railroads and their 
equipment, but upon returning to their homes 
one visitor told his people our locumotives 
were not as finely constructed as the German 
locomotives, a fect he thought due largely to 
the lack of technical schools in this country. 
But,“ said the speaker, one of our mem- 
bers who has been over there brings back the 
report that the German locomotives are. not 
as powerful or fast as ours. We claim 
to have the finest trains and carry 
our passengers with more comfort 
than any country in the world and 
the mechanical departments of our compet- 
ing roads are superior to those where the gov- 
ernment has control of the railroads,” 

Upon being introduced as the new Presi- 
dent of the club and toastmaster of the even- 
ing George Gibbs said during the first year 
of the club in 1884 only two subjects were 
discussed, there were none in 1885, but in 
1886 the organization began to branch 
out. Last year the roll of membership 
had 268 names, but today 110 new ones were 
added, — — the list up to 380, thus show. 
ing a gratifymg degree of prosperity. He 
enumerated some of the subjects that have 
been discussed in the past and suggested a 
few for future consideration. 

Willard A. Smith, in briefly presenting the 
subject of Railway Education, referred to
